T has now become painfully 
evident that no positive 
results relating to the 
future of Germany and an 
Auatrian peace treaty can 
be expected from the Bertin 
conference. ‘That this is not 
surprising does not in any 
,way lessen disappointment. 
The very lenst to be hoped 
for was agreement on 
Austria, yet it would seem 
that the most to be expected 
from the protracted dis- 
cussions is a tentative 
decision to get some sort of 
tulks on the Korean prob- 
lom under way in the 
future, wlthough even this 
can only be rated as 
possibility. It is true that 
tho Berlin conference has, 
to some extent. cleared the 
alr. Mr Molotov, for the flrat 
tlme in the course of 
diplomatic negotiations, has 
made it perfectly clear that 
Russia is not prepared to 
consider any sort of pro- 
nosition from the Western 
powers for solving the Ger- 
man, Austrian, or any other 
European problems while 
the North Atlantic Trenty 
Organisation and the 
Europenn Defence Com- 
munity exist. Mr Molotov's 
conditions are, of course, 
quite impossible, yet none 
will deny that he has pre- 
sented his case adroitly, and 
cleverly masked his renl 
intentions during the early 
stages of the dacussions, 
HAT the Soviet Coreign 
minister has failed to do 
is to create any division 
among the Big Three, and 
while he probably has made 
M. Bidault's tank of obtain- 
ing French ratification of 


the EDC pact more difficult, |- 


there are no signs as yet 
that French public opinion 
has violently switched awny 
“from the iden of France 
becoming a full member of 
the European Defence Com- 
munity. And by the same 
token, Mr Molotov's 
fulminations are likely to 
harden British public 
opinion towards a more 
active — participation in 
EDC. Mr Molotov's designs 
are eusily understood, but 
they have no likelihood of 
success, The Berlin dis- 
cussions have proved the 
solidity of the Big Three on 
essential principles for 
dealing with current inter- 
national . problems, and 
despite his ingenious 
arguments and subtle over- 
tures, he has made not the 
slightest headwiy in his 
appointed task of creating 
dissension among the 
Western powers. To the free 
world that is the snaving 
grace ubout the Berlin 
conference.

United Nations, Feb. 15. 
Egypt charged tonight that a, two-and-a-half- 
year-old Security Council order that she cease 
interfering with Suez Canal shipping headed for 
Israel is “unjust” and that ‘the Egyptian govern: 


ment cannot respect it. 
Dr Mahmoud Azmi, 


special Egyptian envoy 


to the United Nations, stated his government’s 
position at a news conference after the Council 


had listened for one hour 


58 minutes to arguments 


on Israel’s complaint against Egypt. . 


In the Council session, Egypt 
contended that’ she has a legnl 
right of search and confiscation 
of “war contraband” passing 
through the Canel. 

Dr Azmi; in ctaborating on 
the Egyptian stond, said be was 
not convinced that the Security 
Council In September 1051 had 
studied the situation thoroughly 
and tuken into consideration [ts 
legal aspects, 

Dr Azmi commented on what 
he called big power domination 
of the Security Council. 

“The Security Council 
dominated by the big powers, 
“which have their own policies 
and interests,” he said. “It Is 
not a conception of justice, of 
truth, of real maintenance of 
peace, but their conception of 
their own interests, especially 
colonia] or other interests, 
which must bo the No. 1 con- 
ception, 

NOT CONVINCED 

“Egypt is not convinced that 
the decision of 1961 s 
really a just decision and does 
not want to respect it.” 

He added that Israci did not 
icspect the docsions of the 
Security Council, Gemeral 
Assembly or any other organ of 
the United Nations, 

In his corly stutement to the 
Council, Maj-Gen, Abdel Hamid 
Ghaleb, Egyptlan alternate 
ropresentnlive bo United 
Nations, had asserted thut 
Egypt's right of search and 
seizure was supported in the 
Constantincpl: canventicn = of 
1888 relating ta the Sucz Capal, 

Dr Aan, at the news confer- 
ence, strongly indicated = that 
Egypt might call a Calro confer- 
ence, thal would exclude the 
United States but include Russia, 
to conelder control of the Canal. 

He sald the Constantinople 
convention was signed by Russia 
among others but not by the 
United States. 

Dr Azmi said “evenis may 
lead" Egypt into calling a con- 
ference of the convention signa~ 
tories to consider control of the 
Canal as provided In the treaty. 

PUTS QUESTION 

“How would you like it,” he 
asked an American reporter, 

“if your country was not In- 
cluded in such a conference but 
Russia was?" 

Dr Azmi explained that the 
United States had been Invited 
to sign the Constantinople con- 
vention ot the time It was 
drawn but. that it had never 
done so. He said the conven- 
tlon provided that free passage 
through the Suez be maintazoed. 

He added, however, that two 
articles of the convention—nino 
and ten—provided that the 
other clauses may be set asido 
“Kf the security be Egypt is in 
Ganger,"" 

“Who will say when we are in 
danger?” asked “Dr Azmi. 
“Naturally, Egypt herself." 

He began by saying that 
Egypt considered herself “not in 
& peace relation” with Isracl.
